Jose State 


A new rule requiring that al 


unmarried, full-time students tin 
oer 21, who do not live with a 
parent or guardian, must live in 
college approved housing will be 
enforce-j by San Jose State Col' 
lege beginning in the fall semes 
ter. Dr. Stanley C. Benz, dean of 
students, announces. 


The rule, passed by the Legis 


lature in 1958, gives state college 
presidents the right to require ap 
proved housing for minor students 
if they feel it desirable to do so 
Students who come under the ac 
are warned to make reservations 
In advance for approved living 
accommodations for September or 
face possible denial of registra 
tion. 


Housing seeking approval from 


the college must receive a health 
permit from the city of San Jose: 
obtain a food handlers permit i: 
they provide board; provide ade 
quate supervision; have a single 
entrance, common to all; ant 
agree to all San Jose State Col 
lege housing policies. 


Robert Baron, housing co-ordi 


nator, said that the approved 
householders are co-operating will 
the college in order to give tto 
students the best possible livini 
conditions. "There is a feeling,' 
he said, "that the experience 
gained in group living will b< 
invaluable to th'e students in latei 
life. The householders feel they 
can help the students." 


The plan was put into limitec 


use this semester when all fresh 
men were required to live in ap 
p r o v e d residences. Speculation 
was that this would be the exten 
of the ruling. The administration's 
announcement, however, m a d 
clear the college decision on th 
matter. 


The six new residence halls anc 


off-campus living c e n t e r s wil 
make it possible to house all un 
married minor students in ap 
proved housing accommodations 
according to Baron. 


Figures from the housing co- 


ordinator's office reveal the new 
residence halls for women wil 
be full, and there is a waiting lisl 
of 122 names for those halls. Near- 
ly 450 of the 600 vacancies in the 
men's residence halls are stil 
available. Two students will share 
each room.

Like all good bear hunters in the 
big timber country of the West, 
Hulet is a dog man. He would as 
soon go after bears without his 


• rifle as to leave the dogs behind. 


"And 
they've got to be bear 


dogs," asserted the veteran of 46 
years of bear-killing with 
a 


squirt of snoose to emphasize the 
point. 


The variety of dog that makes 


the best bear hound is a prime 
subject for argument around any 
hunter's campfire. Many types of 
dogs have been successfully used, 
but it's usually special training 
and breeding that make the dif- 
ference. 


Endurance, 
intelligence 
and 


ferocity are the qualities looked 
for in a dog by the bear hunter. 


Hulet and other bear hunters 


sometimes lose half of their work- 
ing dogs each season to the des- 
perate counter - attacks of cor- 
nered bears. And many a profes- 
sional hunter recuperating in a 
hospital from the savage attack 
of wounded bruin has only his 
faithful dogs to thank for his life. 


Although Hulet rates the black 


bear common to Northwest for- 
ests as a sissy compared to the 
grizzly, Kodiak and brown bears 
he says the black is highly dan- 
gerous. He advises extreme cau- 
tion when a bear is cornered, 
wounded or with cubs. 


"Carry the most powerful rifle 


you can handle," said 
Hulet. 


"Leave the hand guns, 30-30's 
and lesser calibers at home.' 


In some counties of Washington 


state and other Pacific areas the 
brown bear has been declared an 
official predator because of the 
tremendous damage they do to 
young trees and saplings and in 
forages into orchards and barn- 
yards. 
Despite an intensified war on 


surplus bear populations, profes- 
sional nuuers. government agen- 
cies and tree farmers have been 
able to keep bruin's numbers un- 
der control in only the most hard- 
hit dai*«dge areas.
